Four Lives Crushed Out in the Frenzied 
Struggle. 


MANY OTHERS INJURED BEYOND HOPE 
OF RECOVERY. 


Three Jewish Synagogues Filled With 
Worshipers the Scene of the Calam- 
ity—The Alarm a Signal for a Mad 
Rush for Lite—Three Streams of Strug- 
gling Humanity in a Narrow Pas- 
sage. 


New YorRK, Sept. 23.—There are three 
Jewish synagogues in the tenement house, 
No. 27 Ludlow street. 
‘this morning with devout Hebrews attending 
the festival services ofthe new year, when 
s0me person in one of the places of worship 
ratsed a cry of fire. Immediately there 
Was a panic, and everybody rushed for the 
Qoors. The stairway, which is not more than 
two feet wide, became packed with people. 
They piled right on top of one another on the 

_ Stairway. Somb person out in the street 
haqg enough presence of . mind to 
send out a fire aiarm, which brought 
the department to the scene. 
A general alarm was sent out for ambulances 
and in the meantime the dead and injured 
were laidout on the sidewalk. Ambulances 
from Bellvue and Grosvenor Hospitals_were 
soon on the scene attending to the wants of 
the injured. 

The fire was speedily extinguisned .anda 
very little damage was done. The fire was 
caused by two candles which were lighted in 
one of the places of worship, and which set 
fire tothe woodwork. Three hundred people 
were in the place at the time. . 

The nolse of the rush for the stairs and the 
shrieks of the men and women caused a 
stampede of the worshippers in the other 
synagogues. They alsomadearush for the 
Stairs. The frightened and panic stricken 
people became wedged on the stairs leading 
to the second floor. The policeman on post 
rushed in ana succeeded in relieving the 
wedgeand thena wild rush for the stairs 
leading tothe street began, 

An investigation after the panic had abated 
revealed the fact that four women had been 
killed anda number of persons severely in- 
jured. The wounded were at once removed 
to the hospitals..

The scene of the tragedy was the six-story 
tenement 27 Ludiow street. Thereis a syn- 
agogue on each of the first, second and third 
floors. The one on the first flooris behind a 
store. A narrow, dirty flight of stairs leads 
tO the twoabove. It was in the synagogue 
on the third floor, where the Congregation 
Talmud Toran worshipped, that the 
panic began. This synagogue, like 
the rest, is a plain tenement 
room, filled with wooden benches. A parti- 
tion divides it crosswise in the middie. In 
the partition isa door just the width of two 
boards. Thtoughthis those who were fur- 
thest tothe front hadto passto get withia 
sight of the stairs. At the front par- 
tition door there was a jam, then a 
crash and a part ofthe wall gave way. The 
mass poured, fell, rolled down the steep 
stairs. More than 1,000 people were inthe 
building. They heard the rush overhead, the 
crash of the rending boards, the shoutsof 
fire and cries of anguish and with a common 
impulse did whatthe others had done—ran 
for the stairs for life. 

At the second-floor landing there is a sharp 
turn. There again the mass stuck for a 
moment, but worked loose presently and the 

first onset occurred, The two blind and 
maddened human avalanches met, one com- 
ing down-stairs, the other cutting in under 
it and trying to cet ahead. A furious 
struggle ensued. Men and women fought 
with the madness of despair, and the 
weakest went down, Down there it brought 
up against the rash from the rear room syna- 
gogue, the biggest of all, and all cametoa 
dead stop. The Stairs did not give way. The 
shrieks of desperate women in the store had 
calied help. When ali had been cleared out 

- four women lay dead on the stairs and nine 
more were injured. These were sent tothe 
Grosvenor Hospital.

LABOR NEWS, 


Gains and Losses by the Granite-Cutters’ 
Strixe. 

BARRE, Vt., Sept. 23.—The granite-cutters’ 

Strike, which is now ended, is twenty-one 


claim to have gained much by the dealers 
giving up their demand for Jan.1 andthe 
cutters theirs for May 1, besides compromis- 
ingon Marchi.

CURTIS CAPTURED. 


-—— 


An Ex-Bank Cashier Charged With 
Embezzlement. 


TWO OF HIS ACCOMPLICES ALSO UNDER 
ABREST. 


How Evidence of the Shortage Was Cov- 
ered Up—A Bohemian Officer Shoots 
His Sweetheart and Himself—Flogged 
by Negroes—Duel in a Jail~Crime 
Miscellany. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. -23.—M. ©. Curtis, assis- 

tant cashier of the American National Bank 
of Kansas City, was arrested here by Federal 
officers last night charged with the embezzle- 
ment of between $2,000 and $3,000 from his 
bank. He was examined before United 
States Commissioner Horn this morning and 
was held in $10,000 bonds. He will be taken 
to Kansas City this afternoon. Joseph Mack 
and Frank Black, book-keeper and city 
collector of the same bank, were arrested at 
almost the same time in Kansas City. They 
are accused of embezzling $20,000 from the 
bank. 
* Curtis occupied elegant apartments in the 
Virginia Hotel on the north side. The arrest 
wasasurpriseto him and when taken into 
custody hecried like achild. The warrant 
for Curtis’ arrest was sworn out before a 
United States Commissioner in Kansas City, 
and charges him with embezzling two sums 
—$153.75 and $250. Thesethefts occurred June 
2 and April 22 last. They are but specific 
instances ofother thefts ofasimilar char- 
acter. J. E. McKee, an officerofthe bank, 
swore out the warrant. The facts in the case 
are given -by United States District 
Attorney G. 8. Nealof Kansas City ina let- 
ter to United States District Attorney Mil- 
christ here, to whom the papers in the case 
were forwarded. The letter is as follows: 


Curtis was Assistant Casnier of the American Na- 
tioral Bank of Kansas City, one Joseph Mack was 
book-keeper and one Frank Blank was city collector. 
Curtis abstracted and embezzled various sums of 
money. The amountso faras the bank can prove is 
between $2,000 and $3,000. He cut the ledves an® 


| pages out of several books so that the amounts ab- 


stracted, as would be indicated by the missing 
leaves, cannot be determined. He aiso made and 
caused to be madea great numberof false drafts on 
New York, St. Louis and other cities, which he 
would fill out and sign himself and which were sent 
to parties to pay private indebtedness, and which 
he would enter on the books of the bank as charges 
to some fund in the bank. 

His crime and breach of trust do not entitle him to 
any more consideration than is given to a sneak 
thief. The other parties mentioned, Mack and 
Black, committed embezzlements and false entries 
to an amount somethfng in the neighborhood of 
$20,000. Ido not know that there is any connection 
between the three parties, and mention is made of 
the other parties in order to explain that warrants 
are taken out for Mack and Black, who reside here, 
but I do not think it prudent to have them arrested 
until after you have secured the arrest of Curtis. 
As soon as you have secured Curtis’ arrest wire me 
at once, in order that I may have the other parties 
arrested here. If there is opportunity for them to 
warn one another it wii] be done. Respectfully,

Curtis’ place of business here was given ® 
613 and 615 Rookery building. Here is con- 
ducted the business of the NEW"York & West- 
ern Finance Co., 
was secretary and treasurer. 

When taken into custody he begged that 
the fact of his arrest be kept from his young 
wife, whom he married only a year ago and 
who was living with him and has a 8-months’ 
old daughter. Curtis would say nothing 
about his case except that he had trouble 
with the cashier of the bank, who crowded 
all the work of the institution upon him. For 
this reason he left the bank’s employ and 
came to Chicago. Soon after his arrest Cur- 
tis sent a dispatch toa Kansas City attorney 
telling him to ‘‘fix’’ things for him with 
ra bank and compromise the case if pos- 
sible. 

itis known that Curtis’ shortages were 
made good by a surety company, which went 
on his bonds. The company has had its 
agents looking for Curtis for some time, but 
until recently was unabie tolocate him. He 
was at first disposed to makeafight aywainst 
being taken to Kansas City, but decided to 
return and face the music. He will be taken 
there this evening. 

Curtis was at first averse to talking, but he 
finally made the following statement: ‘‘The 
American Exchange National Bank, of which 
I was assistant cashier, tailed about a year 
ago. It was reorganized. I had been with 
the bank six years and was the only old 
employe who was given a place by the 
new management. J. E. Mckee, the present 
cashier, who came in with the new manage- 
ment, does not know abank note froma 
hole in the ground. He was jeajous of me 
because I knew about the 
banking business acquainted 
with all the customers. 
In concequence differences 
between myself and McKee I resigned my 
position last March. At that time there were 
no charges pending against me, andmy in- 
demnity bond was canceled in May. Black 
and Mack were discharged in January 
or February for irregularities, but 
they were not molested, and 
the bank officials must have 
discovered something new to have caused 
their arrest at this late day. I left Kansas 
City with a clean record, and have since had 
a great deal of correspondence with 
the officials of the bank. Cer- 
tainly tiils is the first intimation I 
have hadthat I Was charged with cutting 
outentries and issuing drafts which I had 
cashed, I certainly never did any such 
thing, as I had nothing to do with 
the entries. The exchange clerk had 
all to do with that, and I only signed 
them, Iwill go back to Kansas City confi- 
dent that Ican prove my innocence. There 
is absolutely nothing in the charges. I have 
notacentofthe bDank’s money and never | 
had, and 1 will be able to prove it.’’ 

Curtis said that Maj. Druia, the President | 
ot the bank, resigned his position the same 
time he (Curtis) did and he hinted that there 
were strong reasons for his doing so.

CONFESSED AND DISGORGED. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 23.—Joseph Mack, 
formerly general book-keeper of the Amer!- 
can National Bank of this city, and F. W. 
Black, formerly in charge of the bank’s 
country collections, were arrested late last |

The crimes of Mack and Black were discoy.- 
ered by the bank’s officials last winter, and 
when the two men were charged with them 
they confessedand made restitution ofthe | 
stolenfunds. Mack, it is charged, had em. 
bezzled $10,000 and Black something like 

7,000. Restitution was made, it is said, 
under the understanding that prosecutions 
The transactions 
seem to have escaped the notice of the bank 
examinerupto thistime. When he discov. 
eredthem, however, he promptly notified 
the Treasury Department at Washington, 
and immediately received instructions to 
have the embezzlers arrested and prose- 
cuted. 

The amount of the embezzlement of ex- 
Assistant Cashier Curtis who has been arrest- 
ed in Chicago is not Known, but is believed to 
be large, something like $15,000. He has been 
in the bank’s employ ever since it was first 
started. | His shortage was made good by his 
bondsmen, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Trust Co. of this city, whoin turn were re- 
imbursed by Curtis.

Inhabitants of Porto Rico Aroused to 
Revolt. 


A TREASURY AGENT DRIVEN FROM THE 
ISLAND BY A MOB. 


Great Activity Among the Canadian Pro- 
hibitionists—Crowning Triumph of the 
Centennial of French Freedom—En- 
gland Warned to Maintain Her Naval 
Supremacy—General Foreigs. 


HAVANA, Sept. 23.—News brought here 
from Porto Rico recently by a mail steamer 
is not of a satisfactory nature, It appears 
that the imposition of the new tariffs was 
received in that island with far greater dis- 
gust than was manifested here. Asin Cuba, 
the merchants of Porto Rico closed their 


} establishments asa protest against the new 


burdens placed upon them. But this move- 
ment. was not confined tothecapital, but 
extended to all the other towns of the island. 
The people also indulged in noisy demonstra- 
tions and a number of collisions occurred 
between them and the armed forces. 

Senor Vega Verdugo, the manager of the 
treasury, who returned to Porto Rico from 
Spain on the mail steamer Reina Maria 
Cristina, made attempt toland inorder to 
quell the disorders, Dnt the dense crowd 
which occupied the wharves in the vicinity 
of the landing place assumed such an ag- 
gressive attitude when they learned of his 
intentionthat he was compelled to remain 
onthe steamer inorder to avoid personal 
injury at the hands of the infuriated 
people. This manifestation against Senor 
Verdugo is due to the fact that 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico consider 
him to be the real author 
of the obnoxious tariffs. Despite the menaces 
of those who opposed his landing, Senor Ver- 
dugo expressed his determination of going 
ashore, but the Governor-General, fearing 
that serious trouble .would result, ordered 
him to proceed for Havana. No sooner hada 
the steamer in which Senor Verdugo wasa 
passenger reached the harbor of San Juan 
than she was surrounded by numerous small 
boats, whose occupants, with threatening 
gestures, cried furiously: ‘‘Muera [die] Ver- 
dugo,’’» ‘*Muero Romana Robledo.’’ Senor 
Robledo is the Spanish Minister of the Col- 
onies. 


PROHIBITION IN CANADA, 


MOVEMENT TO REGULATE OR SUPPRESS THE 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 23.—The Dominion Coun- 
cil of the Alliance for the Suppression of the 
Liquor Traffic has made the following recom- 
mendations: First, that the plan adopted 
and the action taken in reference to the 
royal commission bs followed out as far as 
the executive finds it possible to do s0; sec- 
ond, that friends of the alliance in every 
province be urged to avail themselves speed- 
ily of the advantages offered 
them by the Scott act and 
other forms of local option legisla- 
tion; third, that other provinces be strongly 
urged to follow the example of Manitoba in 
applying at once to their Legislature for the 
taking of a direct vote on the question of to- 
tal prohibition and for immediate, effective 
prohibitory legislation, if such voting sho ws 
the people favor such legislation; fourth, 
that Alliance workers in every province be 
urged to press the organization of a probibi- 
tion electorate in every municipality on the 
lines already laid down, in view ofthe im- 
portant local option plebiscite and the elec- 
toral work ahead, 


THE FRENCH CENTENNIAL. 


CROWNING TRIUMPH OF A HUNDRED YEARS OF 
FREEDOM. 


Paris, Sept. 23.—The crush in the streets 
yesterday was something unparalleled, It 
seemed as thoughevery person in the city 
had turned out toobserve the centennial of 
the founding of the first republic, The day 
did not pass without serious accident. 
Several persons who were in the crowds 
watching the parades lost their footing and 
were trampled upon and badly injured. The 
Matin says to-day that the Italian and British 
embassies were the only two embassies in 
the city that were illuminated last night in 
honor of the republic’s centennial. 

The correspondent of a London paper 
writing concerning the fetes in honor of the 
proclamation of the First French Republic, 
says: 

‘*While the people of the lower strata 
entered fully into the festivities, reaction- 
arles and the bourgeolsie sulked through- 
out, On the Champs Elysees flags were 
only seen here and there, at the residence of 
the richest Jewish bankers, whom antl- 
Semitism has driven into the arms of the Ke- 
public and who participate in the fetes in 
order to enjoy the benefits of the protection. 

‘*‘But what gave the festival its pecullar 
character was, above all, the ceremony at 
the Pantheon and M. Flouquet’s speech, to 
which I draw the attention of those inter- 
ested in the progress of France, and for 
which M, Flouquet, on leaving the Pantheon, 
was greeted with loud and unanimous ac- 
claims, seeming, as he did, to personify the 
ceremony in the eyes of the crowd, 

‘‘To-night it is literally true to say that the 
stars paled behind the splendor of the illu- 
minations. All the monuments of famous 
men are lightedup, and the top of the Ven- 
dome,each story of the Louvre, the stages and 
towers of the Trocadero, the dome of the 
Opera, the iciffel Tower and all the Govern- 
ment bulidings are ablaze.’’

All hands are in perfect health. One mem- 
ber of the Peary party, J. Verhooef, who 
conducted the meteorological observations 
at the winter quarters on McCormick Bay, is 
missing. The Kite left McCormick Bay on 
the 24th ult. and Disco onthefirst of this 
month on her return trip to civilization. 

The relief party sailed for Greenland from 
St. John’s on July 5 of the present year. 

Each member of the relief expedition signed 
an agreement on June 8 by which they 
pledged themselves to become members of 
the expedition fitted out under the auspices 
of the Academy of Natural Sciences at Palla- 
delphia, the leadership of which was dele- 
gated to Prof. Angelo Helilprin. ‘They indl- 
vidually and coliectively promised, ‘‘upon 
their solemn honor,’’ to faithfully observe, 
fulfland carry out each and every stipula- 
tion. lt was agreed that in the event of the 
loss or disability of Prof. Heilprin that the 
same obligations should be extended tothe 
second in command, Henry G. Bryant. 

All materials and specimens secured it was 
agreed should be déposited with the Academy 
of Natural Sclences.

New York, Sept. 23.—The 10 o’clock bul- 
letin issued by the Board of Health this 
morning reads as follows: ‘‘No cases of 
cholera have appeured in this city since the 
last bulletin.’’ ; . 

Louis Weinhagen of M4 First street, who 
was taken sick a few days ago with Asiatic 
cholera and removed to the reception hos- 
pital, died in that Institution at 6 o’clock this 
morning. 

At9 o’clock a. m. the following steamers 
were anchored in Upper Quarantine: Kugia, 
Normannia, Moravia, Servia, Hermann, 
Adriatic, Heligoland, Germanic and State of 
Nevada. In Gravesend Bay is the Wyoming, 
and in the Lower Bay the Bohemia and 
Scandia. 

The Germanic arrived from Liverpool 
early this morning, bringing 213 saloon pas- 
sengers, among whom were Dr. Parkhhurst, 
Howland Pell, George Stanley Fiske and Rev. 
E. Walpole Warren. The steamer will prob- 
ably leave quarantine this afternoon. 

The steamer (epheus left Fire Island at 
7:15 o’clock this morning with the passengers 
ofthe steamship Wyoming, who had been 
held there for some days. On leaving quar 
antine the passengers of the Wyom gave 
groans for ‘‘Mr.’” Jenkins. The Steamer 
Servia’s crew was carefully inspected and 
the ship allowed to proceed to her dock at 
10,30 a. m. The steamer Rugia commenced 
this morning to discharge cargo in quarane- 
tine. 

A strange steamer that went tnto lower 
quarantine at midnight is the British freight 
steamer Strathallien, from Balavia, July 165. 
She has anchored to await orders.

QUEENSTOWN, Sept. 23.—In consequence of 
an order issued by the United States authori- 
ties declaring that no second-class passen- 
gers would be allowed to land from trans- 
Atlantic steamers unless they could show 
that they are United States citizens or had 
resitféhees In the United States, the Cunard 
line steamer Cephalina from Liverpeol for 
Boston, put .forty ssengers ashore at 
Liverpool who were heither citizens of the 
United States nor had any residences in that 
country. Thirty-three others who had never 
been in the United States were landed here 
to-day upon the Cephalina’s arrival. Ali 
these persons will be returned to their homes 
at the expense of the Cunard Company. .

Mrs. Edwata Heyd Says He Was Not One 
of the Swindlers Who Obtained $4,000 | 


From Her—Two Inmates of tho Lang- 
don Resort Recognizs the Man and He 
Confesses. 


Detective Lawlér returned from Cincinnatt 
this morning with Enrique Basante, the 
Frenchman identified by Mr. J. Heyd as one 
of the two men who robbed. him of $4,000 at 
his home herein St. Louis last July. The 
prisoner isa short heavy set man with a 
heavy Black mustache and thick short neck 
and round head. He is about 35 years old and 
might be taken for either a Frenchman or 
Italian. He speaks Italian fluently but can 
hardly make himself understood in English. 
Mrs. Edward Heyd afrived at the Four Courts 
about 11 o'clock this morning to confirm her 
husband’s identification of the man, but the 
meeung was éomewhat disappointing to the 
Police Department, 4s the lady said that al- 
though he fesembled Desson, one of the 
confidence men who swinhdled her out of 
$4,000, he was not Desson, and as for Farron, 
the second man, the prisoner bore no resem- 
blance Whatéverto him. When Mrs. Heya 
frst saw the prisoner she was in- 
clined to think he was Desson, and 
even told him so, but a few minutes’ 
cohversation with him convinced her of her 
mistake. ‘‘Idon’tliketo disappoint you,’’ 
she said to Chief Desmond, ‘‘but this is not 
the man. His voice and language and ex- 
pression are different from Desson’s. I have 
to speak the truth, and if I were before God 
I’d say thatthisis fiot the right man. He 
may have been up to some other tricks, how- 
ever, ahd I belteve he has.’’ 

Mrs. Heyd eyedthe prisoner very closely 
when the two were engaged in conversation, 
watching for some expression of Basante’s 
features or Seme pecullarity in his speech 
that she had noticed in Desson, but she could 
detect nothing to lead her to believe that the 
two meg were the same person.

DR. WiLLEY’?2 RES!GNATION, 


Why the Young Pastor Left ths Church | 


of the Rede-msr. 


The sudden resignation from the pastorate 
ofthe Church of the Redeemer (Vongrega- 
tiona!) by Rev. Elmer E, Willey, whos? name 
has become widely known of late through 
publications on social questions in this 
paper, was a matter of investigation 
by a reporter to-day. it was learned 
that there were three princinal causes for 
his severing his connection with the church, 
of which he had been pastor for neariy two 
years. They were: (1) Lack of finan- 
cial support of the minister by the 
church, (2) his advanced and _ (fearlessly 
advocated Views on the great sovial ques- 
tions of the day from his pulpit, and (3) 
his broad and liberal interpretation of vital 
theological questions, 

Rev. Willey’s salury up to June last was 
$1,200 per Aanuum—$950 being con- 
tributed by the local church  organil- 
zation of about ninety members and 
$250 by the Home Missionary Society. Early 
last Junethe contribution from the Home 
Missionary Society was stddenly cut off, 
leaving his yearly salary atthe very low fig- 
ure of $950. This cutting offof the mission’s 
contribution was announced to the trustees 
of the church by the Home Missionary 
Society Cominittee as a final reduction 
in the salary and no explanation 
was vouchsated, the members of the 
committee*declining any discussion of the 
matter after announcing the withdrawal of 
the society’s support. It was afterwards 
learned that the general missionary funds 
had got into an embarrassing condition, and 
that cuts on several churches were decided 
upon. Several other churches in other 
cities met with reductions of $50 to $100 In the 
contributions they had been accustomed to 
receive from that source, but the very 
peculiar feature in connection with 
the: cut on the Church of the 
Hedeemer was that the entire annual 
contribution to that church was cut off. It is 
held by some that this was done to force? the 
church (composed of well-to-do members) to 
become self-sustaining. But it did not be- 
come self-sustaining, although after the 
withdrawal of the mission funds, Mr. George 
Hi. Morgan of the Home Missionary Society 
Committee personally guaranteed an addi- 
tional subscription of $100 per year, thus rais- 
ing the minister’s salary to $1,050. But this 
was hot enough for Rev. Willey’s needs and, 
under the additional pressure of the other 
two causes a4ssigned,he tendered his resigna- 
tion on July ll iast and it was accepted on 


| July 13, the resignation to take place QOct. 


1. But, the church being financially em- 
Darrassed and Rev. Willey wishing to 
relieve it as much as possible anticipated 
the time set by fifteen days, and relinquished 
his charge on Sept. 15. It is due tothe 
church, however, to say thatthey have met 
their financial engagements with Rev. Willey 
faithfully,and the sinall amount of his salary 
still due awaits his draft. 

Mr. Thomas Boyd, treasurer of the church, 
and Dr. Wm. Standing, a trastee, among 
others, were approached in regard to Rey. 
Willey’s resiznation, and all agreed that the 
church had lost an able and conscientious 
young pastor. * 

Mr. Willey is now employed on a local 
weekly paper, where he will remain until 
he decides upon his future course. 
It has been surgested that he founfan inde- 
pendent church, where hecan advocate his 
advanced views without fear of inter- 
ruption, and several have offered 
to make yearly contributions of 
$50 to $100 forthe support of sucha church. 
He has the matter under consideration.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 23.—After a night of 


unusual heavy rains and thunder storms, 
which severely tried the water-tight capa-

the veterans’ occupation the sun this morn- 
ing made a welcome rift in the clouds and 
gave promise of more agreeable weather for 
the day. This was especialy wel- 
come, inasmuch as the programme 
for the fifth day of the reunion was 
mainly made up of excursions. Excursions 
to all the heighboring battlefields, excur- 
sions to pleasure resorts, both up and down 
the Potomac River, to Glen Polntand River- 
| side, to Mount Vérnon anda parade of the 
| Sons of Veterans, with a collation at the 
Schuetzen Park were among the incidents 
scheduled, 

The Union veterans to-day made an excur- 
sion trip to Riverview, a pleasant resort 
about fifteen miles down the Potomac River, 
and held a rousiag camp fire. Patriotic 
speeches were made, incidents..of the war 
were recouhted, and a tempting collation 
was enjoyed, although heavy showers 
spoiled outdoor recreation, 

Notwithstanding the disagreeable weather 
the reunion of the Sons of Veterans in Grant 
Tent this morning Wasa great success. Sur- 
geon-General Wilson presided and made the 
opening address. He was followed by Secre- 
tary Noble, EK. Potter Dustin, Col. P. 
Hil. Murphy of New York, Col. Lang of 
saltimore and several other comrad¢ds. Miss 
Daisy Tuttle of Cincinnati, Known as the 
daughter of the regiment, department of 
Ohio, added greatly to the suecess of tie 
meeting by her clever recitations, On ac- 
count of the rain the specch-making and 
other exercises which were to have beer held 
on board the Kearsarge were postponed. 

This was ‘‘breakaway day’’ in the official 
programme and the veterans have been 
‘‘breaking away’’ as fast as long lines of 
railway cars could get thém dut of town ever 
since the close of the second grand review on 
juesday. As a result the  popula- 
tion of Washington this morning had 
diminishedto nearly its normal size. The 
wet weather seriously interferred with the 
oufioor fetes arranged for the pleasure of 
the visitors and compelled the abandonment 
of the mammoth outdoor concert by a thous.- 
and members of visiting military bands as 
well as of camp fires and marred 
the effect of the llluminations, 
which were a feature of the 
programme each evening. Nothwithstand- 
ing the cloudy skies and rain during the latter 
part of Grand Army week, the encampment 
has been a magnificent success, The 
weather from. last Friday until Wednesday 
morning was fine and for the grand parade— 
the greatest event of the occasion—the 
weather was very fine. 

The encampment brought tothe city more 
people than have ever before been assembled 
bere. The crowds attending Cleveland or 
Ifarrison’s inauguration were not nearly so 
large, nor aid the throng at the Triennial 
Conclave ofthe Knights Templar compare 
with it. The Baitimore & Ohio Kall- 
road brought 150,090 people to the city, 
and there were brought tothe Pennsylvania 
Railroad station 150,000, of whom perhaps 
25,000 to 30,000 came by way of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio and Riehmond & Danville railreads, 
Afew thousand others came by boats and 
wagons, 

To-day the flag still waved over Grand 
Army place, the decorations remained, the 
tents were all standing and the colors were 
flying above the Kearsarge as usual. 


The newly appointed Council of Admin- 
istration of the G. A. RK. was called 
tovether this morning at Albaugh’s The- 
ater by the new Commander-in-Chief, 
Gen. Weissert. A delegation from the De- 
partment of Indiana were admitted to tha 
meeting and requested that the Council fixa 
date for the next encampment to be held at 
Indianapolis for the first week in Septeinber, 
1893. After discussing the proposition the 
council decided toleave the determination of 
the date to the Executive Committee. The 
council made provision for the future 
appointment of this committee, which 
will consist of seven members, and 
will exercise the powers of the 
council whenthe latter :ody is not in ses- 
sion. Resolutions were adopted authorizing 
the Quartermaster-General i» purchase the 
necessary supplies for headquarters during 
the ensuing year, fixing the allowable 
expenses at the same figureas heretofore 
anu providing for the execution of the usual 
bonds by the Quartermaster-General and the 
Adjutant-General. Nhe council then ada- 
journed subject to call. 


WHAT WAS DONE. 

The results of the deliberations of the Grand 
Encampment may be summed up in the fol- 
lowing recommendations adopted. 

Asking Congress to pass a law giving the same 
right of harzgds oi in appointments to all honor- 


ably discharyg soldiers that is now given by law to 
soldiers who Were discharged for disabilities, 
Recommending that the edition of the official 
recordsof the rebellion published by Congress be 
imfreased to 50,000. A similiar resolution has bee n

Henry Goabout still lives. 
in the City Hospital breathing normally, 
with a temperature of $99 aegs. and a pulse of

| their fingets. Goabout gotinto a Oght last 
Monday night and was stabbed through the 
left side. The thrust was so powerful it 
severed a riband the blade entered the heart. 
Ile was taken to the hospital at 2 o’clock 
‘Thursday morning and after Dr. Marks had 
cut out the fractured rib and examined tie 
| wound he declared that Goabout could not 
'live. Dr. Marks seldom uses a probe and 
| When he placed iis flugerin the wound be 
was surprised whenit touchedand entered 
the heart. Blood was gushing from the heart 
atevery beat, and Goabout seemed destined 
to die. After the medical staff had examined 
him and felt the wound Dr. Marks decided to 
do what he could to save the negro’s life. 
lie packed the wound with antiseptic cotton 
and bound it tight with @ bandage and 
left nature and Goabout to do the rest. 
This morning the backing was removed 
by Dr. Marks, who feared tnat the action 
might tear the wound open again, but it did 
‘not. The wound seems. to have. completely 
| healed and the wound in the side was doing 
' well, Goabout’s beart peat regtlariy and 
| strong, which shows that the cut does not 
(affect it. Dr. Marks is almost certain there 
| Was a plece of the heart cut off, though it 
| Was not found in the wound, but may have 
| been carried out by the flow of blood. If 
Goabout recovers he will be the first pérson 
to escape death from a wound in the heart in 
the history of medical science at the City 
liospital. Such cases have beeh known, but 
they ure extremely rare.

hand when again called, the cases would be 
dismissed. 

‘*The defendant ts entitled to an appeal 
andatrial andto this extent she may be 
Said to have delayed a final teripination of 
the case, but l assure you she has been and 
always will be ready for irial whenever the 
casejis called, 

‘*Asto the claim made by the police that 
their reason for attempting to close the Mar- 
shall house was because of repeated, rebber- 
les occurring there, I have to say that the 
police cannol sustain the charge. 

‘*There is no earthly reason why the police 
shouid continually raid this woman’s house 
when others of a like character are permit- 
ted torun unmolested, There is some ul- 
terior object behind all these raids which as 
yet has failed of development before the pub- 
lic, but which I understand thoroughly. 

‘*I have asked no favors in behalt of my 
Client. Ihave demonstrated to the'satisfac- 
tion of any reasonable man that I decline to 
be the reciplent of judical favors at the hands 
ofa willing Judge, even when proffered. 

‘‘Ifit was wrong forthe Judge to visit this 
house andthen extend favors to its then 
keeper in return for his entertatnmenr, it 
would have been wrong tn me asa lawyer 
to accept his favorsin behalf ofmy client, 
knowiny that they were given as the price of 
his last. Belleving it to be wrong I devlineJt 
to accept the proffered reinittal and, wiille lI 
did not myself make pubiic the knowleJg2 of 
these occurrences, yetIl didnot hesitate to 
state the facts after the matter had become 
public property.’’ 


TWO MUCH MORPHINE. 


Maggie Churchill Dies From 
Dose of the Drug. 


About 4:39 o’clock this morning Maggie 
Churchill, a white woman, was found dead 
in bed at No. 1021 Morgan street by Emma 
Johnson and Emma Churchill, both colored, 


Death was due toan overdose of morphine, 
but whether administered accidentally, or 
with suicidal intent, is not Known. The 
strange feature about the case was the re- 
porte disappearance of bBeob Murray, 
anegro, with whom the dead wowan had 
been living, a few minutes before she 
was found dead. Officer McCrea, as soon as 
he learned the circumstances of the case, 
went to SmitH’s saloon, No. 2301 Cass 
avenue, and placed Murray under arrest to 
await the Coroner’s inquest at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. Murray tells a plaus- 
ible story. Hesaysthat he is employed at 
Smith’s saloon every day fromdé4a. m. until $8 
a.m. The dead woman was employed as a 
cook at a down-town variety 
and last evening about 7 
took her home to NO, 

Morgan street. He went out and when he 
returned she was staggering and acting 
strangely from the effects of a dose of mor- 
anny >> He tried to revive her and prevent 
er from going asleep untilabout 10 o'clock 
in the evening, When she seemed to be better 
and he went to sleep. He got - at 4 this 
morning to gO to work and she was still 
asleep. He saysthat he tried on several oc- 
casions to break her of the morphine habit. 
Emma Churchill is a sister-in-law of the 
dead woman, the latter ies, been 
married to the former’s rother 
Charles, now serving a term in the 
penitentiary for highway robhery. Kmma 
says that when Murray got upthis morning 
sheasked him was Maggie awake, but he 
made no reply and went away. She 
called Emma Johnson immediateiy and 
the two, going up-stairs, found Magule 
Churchill dead. Dr, J.  O’Galagher 
was cailed and pronounced her dead. Kinma 
Churchill said that the dead woman was a 
‘*morphine flend,’’ and took the drug both 
hypodermically and by eating it. She said 
that she got a letter from her’ hus- 
band in Penitentiary yester- 
day, which caused her to grieve 
but, Emma Churchill says, the letter con- 
tained no sad news. After reading the let- 
ter Maggie Churchill took a doseof mor- 
phine in a glass of water, how large &@ quan- 
tity she could not say. It would appear that + 
the woman was dead when Murray left the 
house, but the women believe that he fied 
through fright.

A CHICAGO FAKE. 


No St. Leuis Pawnbrozer Ever Had John 
Miiton’s Watch. 


There appeared ina morning paper of to- 
day a pretty story about John Miiton’s watch, 
whichon the preface indicates thatit isa 
‘*fake’’ sent out from Chicago bya windy 
city reporter. It goeson tostate thata St. 
Louls pawnbroker named B, Lueckerman 


was surprised one day by a stranger entering 
his shop and asking $50) for his watch and 
some old coins. The pawnbroker offered bim 
only $25, and the stranger then told him the 
watch had at onetime belonged to John Mil- 
ton, the blind poet, and was givento him by 
a rich triend in 1670. At his death the watch 
was soid, but duringall its wanderings the 
name of John Milton enabled the possessor to 
Keepan accurate account of it. The pawn- 
broker, so the story goes, Immediately, 


offered a bie sum, but less than $590, 
and the watch was placedin hishands. The 
Stranger yvave a certificate siuned by the 


curator of the British Museum to show that 
it was the genuine watch worn by Milton, 
He gave his own name as the Marchese Cos- 
tello de Shamer and left the shop. Luecker- 
man is said to have soldthe watch toa Chic- 
ago pawnbroker, who now hasit on exhibi- 
tion In his shop on state and Madison streets. 

Mr. George Walker, the pawnbroker at 322 
Locust street, read the story and pronounced 
ita ‘‘fake.’’ Hesaid the hames used gave it 
away. Thereis no pawnbroxer in this city 
named Lueckerman, but if there was he 
would bea ‘‘sucker man’’ indeed to tale the 
watch and give over $2.0 0onit on the state- 
ment ofastranger named *‘Shamer.’’ The 
names used, especially the name of Shamer, 
shows the story is a fake,

UTAH COMMISSION. 


Polygamy Said to Still Exist in the Terri- 
tory. 

_ WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept, 23.—Secretary 

Noble has received the annual report of the 
proceedings of the Utah Commission for the 
year ending Sept.1 last, during which time 
three sessions Were held, one at Chicago and 
two at Salt Lake City. Speaking of political 
- Matters the commission says that the change 
is apparent in the political situation in Utah, 
which if properly fostered and honestly man- 


aged will be productive of good results. 
Considerable space in the report is 
devoted to a discussion of the 
subject of polygamy. The’ commission 
insists that polygamy still exists and 
that there are many cases constantly coming 
tothe public knowledge of the association 
between the polygamists and the plural 
wives waged have professed to have put away 
isa fact that can hardly be controverted. 
The commission says it has reports of fifteen 
male persons who are believed to have en- 
tered into polygamous marriages during the 
last year and of more than 300 persons who 
are known or believed to be now living in 
polygamous relations. 

itis not true, the report says, that the 
commission has ever selected knowingly a 
**‘corrupt man,’’ a ‘*known gambler’’ or ‘‘a 
disreputable character’’ for a registra- 
tion or election officer and, if by chance 
such a person has been appointed, it 
has not yet been brought tothe attention of 
the commission. December last the church 
authorities petitioned the President fora 
general amnesty forthe Mormon people, In 
the opinion of the commission it says it is 
the most important document that the 
church has yet issued and contains the most 
direct and positive statements of its desires 
and promises for the future which has yet 
come from that source. Without assenting 
to all the assertions of the appeal'the com- 
mission would be glad if the relief prayed for 
could be granted,

In the light of recent events in the bicycle 
world it seems probable that the League of 
American Wheelmen will have toabandon a 
mossback regulation and admit the flying 
start. The opposition of the organization 
has kept the speedy method of starting from 
gaining a foothold, but the exploits

that have put the wheel in advance of the 
trotting horse have again called attention to 
the proper method of starting a race. 

The honor of originating and advocating 
the flying start belongstothis paper. Five 
years ago Wm. E. Hicks, the bicycle editor, 
evolved the idea and advocated it so consist- 
ently and strenuously that he gained the so- 
briquet of ‘‘Flying Start’’ Hicks in the 
cycling press of the country. He 
had the pleasure’ of seeing. his idea 
adopted when the great six-day 
race was run at Madison Square Garden, and 
he himself was called upon to Officilate as 
starter. 

The position of the L, A. W. in the matter 
isbard to understand, They dare not come 
out in their own defense; it would be as silly 
as fora turfman to-defend the use of the old 
sulky against the pneumatic. Still they per- 
sist in barring it from contest races. 

There seems to be but one objection against 
the fiying start, and that is a_ stu- 
pid one when examined in the light of 
facts. Itis said that the speedy start would 
cause jockeying as with horses. But why 
should {t? Isthere any comparison between 
amachine andafractious animal? Though 
given to misbehaving, the pneumatic safety 
does not haltor rear onits hindlegs, Other 
objections raised are of a like nature. 

On the other hand, the advantages of the 
system are manifold. ‘The greatest of 
these is that it. would relieve 
both machine and rider of the 
Strain, incident under the old method, 
of getting under way. Its marvellous effect 
on the record hos been too frequently demon- 
strated of late tocallfor further comment. 
Another thing, it would abolish the pusher- 
off and make the start interesting to the 
spectators where the present system of 
holding men on their wheels is fraught with 
a possibility of fraud and excites nothing but 
ridicule. 

From the -position taken by leading cy- 
clists, both amateur and professional, it 
begins to look as though the League 
would be forced to recognizeit. Zimmer- 
man, Windle, Taylor, Worden and Jolinson 
are all foritand their lead will be followed 
by the rest of the bicycle world. 

Wheelmen can hardly be blamed for lookK- 
ing with incredulity on the record-breaking 
performance that John 8. Johnson, the Min- 
neapolis wheelman, has been making onthe 
kite-shaped track at Independence, Io. Yes- 
terday’s feat eclipsed anything that has yet 
been attributed to the young 
wonder. He is reported to have 
gone the mile froma fiying start in 1:56 4-5. 
This smashes ail records to smithereens, puts 
the trotting horse in the shade and begins to 
encroach on the race horse. It seems hard 
tocredit and if thereareany LU. A. W. officials 
at Independence they should speak up and 
relieve the strain. 

Zimmerman ts going to try conclusions 
with the record onthe kite-shaped track at 
Kirkwood, Del. W. B. Troy, his manager, 
and 8S. Willis Merrihew of Wilmington will 
go to Kirkwood to-morrow to make the 
necessary arrangements with the Maple 
Valley Trotting Association.

NEWS OF THE OHURCHES, 


St. Louis Methodist Conference at Kirk- 
wood Next Week—Religious Items. 


The annual session of the St. Louis Confer- 
ence of the M. E. Church South will open at 
Kirkwood next Wednesday morning, the 28th 
inst., and will be full of interest for all the 
members ofthe church. Bishop Galloway of 
Jackson, Miss., whois this week presiding 
over the Southwestern Conference at Spring- 
field, will preside over the St. Louis Con- 
ference.. The sessions will last for a week and 
will be taken up withthe reports, appoint- 
ments and miscellaneous business which 
come before a conference. The appoint- 
ments to be made by the conference are the 
one topic of discussion among the local mem- 
bers of the M. E. Church, The four year 
terms of Presiding Elder Thomas M. Finney 
ofthe West St. Louls district and William R. 
Mays of the South St. Louis district expire 
with this conference and their 
cessors will probably bse taken from 
among the -city ministers. This pros- 
pect of promotion has caused’ congregations 
to look tothe advancement of their pastors 
and has led ministers to look around and see 
what were their chances. A presiding elder- 
ship carries with ita salary of $3,000 a year 
and the honor of the position. The advance- 
ment of two city pastors to the places of 
Drs. Finney and . Mays will necessitate 
a series of changes among the ministers to 
fill the gaps. Rumor has been very busy with 
the names of several ministers, who may be- 
come presiding elders, but as the appoint- 
mentrests withthe bishop and the elders, 
the rumors can not be much more than mere 
guesses. The conference will be composed 
of all the ministers*in the conference and two 
lay delegates from each church. The St. 
Louis Conference embraces that portion of 
the State south of the Missourl River 
and East of animaginary linerunning south 
froma point slightly East of Jefferson. City. 
According to the returns made tothe annual 
session last yearthere were inthe St. Louis 
Conference 22,733 members, and in the city of 
st. Louls, 4,315. 


Father Tuohy’s Church Building Plan. 


Rev. Father James Tuohy, pastor of the 
Church of St. Paul the Apostle, Finney 
and Pendleton avenues, has adopteda very 
hovel plan io secure designs fora new church 


and to carry them out. At present, the 
Church of St. Paul the Apostle is asmall 
frame edifice, whichina short time will be 
rolled westward, and, in its place, will be 
erected a large stone church of 
the Romanesque style of architecture, 
at a cost $100,000, Father Tuohy was desirous 
to rearasacred shrine of magnificent pro- 
portions on the northwest corner of Finney 
and Pendleton avenues, but he hesitated to 
assume to defray so great a debt by constant, 
persistent begging. He learned a lesson 
from the successful erection of the Expos!i- 
tion and decided to organize astock com- 
pany. Each member of the parish, instead 
of contributing from his purse, 
would be expected to become 
ashareholder. A semi-annual dividend of 5 
per cent is guaranteed to the owners of the 
stock. Father Tuohy explains that the 
necessary money is to be taken from the 
pew-renters’ fund. He does not expect that 
the church board will be able to pay the divi- 
dend for several years, but hoid- 
ers of stock -may stipulate to have 
the dividends due them applied to their 
church debts, or they may wish to donate 
the dividendsto the church. In the same 
way the stock will be accepted in payment of 
church dues,and inthe Parish of St. Paul the 
Apostle the shares of church stock will be 
legaltender. An executive committee has 
been elected, and it will be the supreme 
power in all church affairs. It con- 
sists of Father Tuohy, President; Maj. 
Harrigan, First Vice-Pres!l- 
; Daniel O’Connell Tracy, Second 
Vice-President; Joseph Furling, Secretary, 
and John R. McMenamy, Treasurer. There 
isalsoaChurch Board; composed of thirty 
pew renters, who willshold office fortwo 
years. Whenanapplication for incorpora- 
tion was made to Judge Valliant, he read 
over the constitution of the proposed organ- 
ization, and pointed out that it was not 
stated in whom rested the title to the church 
property, and that this omission might be 
made the ground for quo warranto proceed- 
ings. Aclause, vesting the title in the Ex- 
ecutive Committe in trust for the parish,was 
inserted, and the charter will be received 
shortly. 

To obtain the very best design for the 
church and purochial residence, Father 
Tuohy sent a circular letter to twenty-two 
local architects and to eleven in other citles, 
asking them to submit competitive plans. In 
response designs were received from four St. 
Loults architects and from two outsiders. The 
plans were exhibited to the church board 
Thursday evening, and the design of Mr. 
William R. McPherson of Indianapolis was 
selected as being mostin accordance with the 
requirements of the circular. The designis 
inthe form of a Greek cross. The founda- 
tions will be laid within the next few months.
